Baltic Line 
Smashed, Reds 
Race for Sea

Moscow, Sept. 21 —(fP)— Marshal 


Leonid A. Govorov's Red Army vet- 
erans of Leningrad,

stroyed the northern anchorage of 
the German Baltic line In a mas- 
sive sweep across Estonia,

One wing of 
Govorov's forces

captured Rahlka, less than 65 miles 
cast of Tallinn, a Russian war bul-

Govorov's second wing was spear-: 
ing north from Tartu. (London esti- 
mated this force was less than 50 
miles from Tallinn on the south- 
cast). 
Moscow's guns thundered a salute 


to Govorov lor his four day's gain 
ranging from 37 to 44 miles, wiping 
out formidable German 
defenses 


between Lake Peipus and the Fin- 
lish gulf. 
Seeking to trap or annihilate any 


_erman troops from Finland who 
may reach Estonia, Govorov turned 
he 
enemy's flank and sent his 
.roops rushing through the centci 
of the little northern country like a 
tidal wave. 
Govorov's northern 
troops, fol- 


lowing the Narva-Tallinn railway, 
were within artillery range of the 
key rail'town of Rakvere, and clos- 
ing in on Tapa, important rail junc- 
tion only 45 miles southeast of Tal- 
linn. 


Meanwhile on the approaches to 


the Latvian port of Riga Gen. Ivan 
C. Bagramian's columns captured 
an additional 100 settlements from 
a fanatically resisting 
foe, 
and 


again hurled back tank and infan- 
try attacks aimed at his communi- 
cations base of Jelgaya. 


Between 'Bagramian's and Govo- 
rov's forces .the two armies of Gen.
